Rut each pro v e d reductio n mak es (ro uble fo r 
so me special interest gro up, whether it be the 
churches which have 
invested 
surplus cash in 
business enterprises but pay no tax . ihc o il indus- 
try . o r — y o u name it! 
There are many wavs m which the Federal 
Fsiablishment can be streamlined, thereby saving 
the tax pay er billio ns — y es, billio ns. Rut few o f 
the fax refo rmers o r the tax rebels go back to 
the ba« ic do cuments o l go vernmental reo rganiza­ 
tio n. the vo lumino us repo rts o f the seco nd Ho o ver 
Co mmissio n. 
These repo rt« 
o ffer 
chapter and 
verse o n the waste, ex travagance, and inefficiency 
o f the federal go vernment. Billio ns go do wn the 
ratho le each y ear because the go vernment has 
never bo thered to invento ry what it has o r to pre­ 
pare a catalo gue o f what it has sto ck piled. As a 
result, o ne federal agency will hi' selling “sur­ 
plu s” go o ds at a few cents o n the do llar while 
ano ther agency is pay ing the full inflated prices 
©n these item*. 
Tins k ind o l eco no my will be achieved o nly 
after careful study and the 
pro per deals with 
tho se m the Co ng ress who se mo st impo rtant co n­ 
cern is what changes will do to them in handling 
patro nage. Rut there are areas in the Federal 
Establishment that lend themselv es to cutback s 
and eco no mies, painlessly and witho ut damag ing 
co ntro versy . 
Few peo ple realize that llu* federal go vern­ 
ment o wns a third o f the natio n’s land and that it 
o perates hundreds o i industrial and business es­ 
tablishments which ru n ai a lo ss and deprive the 
Treasu ry o f impo rtant lax revenue. Ju st what 
these land ho ldings are wo rth and what these Fed­ 
eral businesses are up to remains so methings o f 


« my sterery . and will remain so until the buro auc- 
acy invento ries them. The Ho o ver Co mmissio n 
made a start in that directio n; its figures go back 
to 1955. which means that they are fantastically 
higher to day . 
It was (he Ho o ver Co mmissio ns estimate 
that, by the ado ptio n o f businesslik e metho ds and 
the careful screening o l ex cess pro perty , the go v­ 
ernment wo uld save $50 millio n. By ridding itself 
o f ex cess pro perty , the Treasu ry co uld realize “at 
least $1 billio n” — and this did no t tak e into co n­ 
sideratio n the added tax benefits (to the go vern­ 
ment) which wo uld accu re fro m the retu rn o f 
these unneedo d pro perties to the tax ro lls. 
Hy getting rid o f unneeded industrial pro p­ 
erties. the Defense Establishment co uld pick up 
ano ther $30 millio n in annual savings. These 
plants, so me o perating in direct co mpetitio n with 
private enterprise, o riginally co st $1.5 billio n. Even 
so ld at a percentage o f their value, they wo uld 
bring a substantial amo unt o f hard cash to the 
Treasury . By the pro per use o f o ffice space, the 
go vernment co uld save ano ther $3.5 millio n 
y ear. Staffs duplicating tho se o n the private side 
in co nstructio n and architectu tu ral planning co st 
the Treasu ry $100 millio n, all o f which co uld be 
saved. 
Ihe go vernment co uld thus redu ce its spending 
In this small area alo ne by $185 millio n a y ear 
and bring in o ne-sho t added revenues o l do se lo 
$2 billio n in this fiscal y ear. Increased revenue 
deriving fro m the private u se o f facilities no w' un 
do r go vernment o wnership, wo uld help substantf 
ally to reduce the present liudget deficit. 
When the Ho o ver Co mmissio n repo rted in 
1955, its findings were swept under the carpet by 
the bureau crats, aided and abetted by a Co n 
gro ss who se attentio n was elsewhere. No w, ho w­ 
ever. the co untry is pro testing mightily against 
the uninterrupted rise in federal, state, and lo cal 
tax es. There is a real awareness o f a pro blem that 
will no t be so lved by a credit crunch o r by patch­ 
wo rk repairs o f the tax stru ctu re. 
if the five-man co mmissio n set up by Mr. Nix 
o n to reco mmend reo rganizatio n o f the federal 
go vernment wo uk i simply u pdate (he Ho o ver Co m 
missio n repo rt — and if the President wo uld then 
lay it o n the lino with Co ngress — there wo uld be 
a lietter than 50 per cent chance that so mething 
might be do ne.

Abo ut 1945, he fled fro m Co m­ 
mu nist-o ccu pied 
No rth 
Ko rea 
w-ith 27 refu gee parishio ners. 
In the 24 y ears since, he and 
tho se 27 and the chu rch they 
fo unded have started 100 new 
chu rches, 60 o f w’hich are no w- 
self-su ppo rting. 
When the No rth Ko reans at­ 
tack ed in 1950, Han escaped, 
mo ved so u th and k ept o n o rgan­ 
izing chu rches. 
The mo ther chu rch in Seo ul, 
which Han and the 27 estab­ 
lished, no w has 5,693 full and 
1,232 preparato ry members and 
a Sunday mo rning attendance 
o f so mewhat o ver 6,7 00. 
An 
additio nal 2,065 attend Su nday 
Scho o l. 
So me 300 deaf attend every 
Sunday in special classes. 
Han is the leader in a handfu l 
o f Ko rean high scho o ls, middle 
scho o ls and co lleges His chu rch 
has a missio nary in Bangk o k , 
Thailand, and evangelists in in­ 
du strial, military and medical 
centers in So u th Ko rea. 
It is ru mo red that Billy Gra­ 
ham has called him (he w-o rld’s 
greatest preacher. My friends 
say he is certainly o ne o f the 
wo rld’s greatest men. 
Han’s activities did no t begin 
suddenly in 1945. As a y o ung 
man he was fo r y ears pasto r 
o f 
a 
Ko rean 
Presby terian 
Church in Sinu iju o n the Man­ 
chu rian bo rder. On the side he 
o perated a secret way statio n 
fo r 
Ko rean 
natio nalist 
under 
gro und leaders mo ving in anc 
o ut o f Ko rea by way o f Manchu 
ria and No rth China. 
Fo r his natio nalist sentiments, 
the Japanese finally barred him 
fro m preaching, bu t let him and 
his wife manage a children’s 
ho me in the co u ntry . 
On Japan’s defeat, by po pu lar 
acclaim he was made may o r 
o f Sinuiju W'hen the Co mmu nists 
to o k o ver, they ro u nded up the 
natio nalist leaders. Han. luck ily , 
was o ut o f the city . He to o k 
the o ppo rtu nity to escape so uth. 
Han is sy mbo lic o f the So uth 
Ko rea that has develo ped since 
gaining 
its 
independence 
in 
Wo rld War II. 
Christianity , with 2.5 millio n 
members, is no w' o ne o f the two 
largest active religio ns. It is 
gro wing by 10 per cent a y ear, 
with no letu p in sight. 
Han mentio ns o ne ex ample 
In Vietnam 
recently , visiting 
So uth Ko rean u nits, he was to ld 
o f “the Jeho vah Co mpany ,” an 
Infantry ' u nit in which all 200 
men 
were 
Christians. 
There 
were o nly six Christians in the 
u nit at the start; they had co n­ 
verted the rest. Befo re he left 
Vietnam, Han disco vered two 
o ther all-Christian co mpanies 
Since then he has learned o f 
several mo re gu arding the 38 th 
Parallel in Ko rea. Each started 
with six to 10 Christians, who 
co nverted 20 to 30 times their 
nu mbers.

Agua Fria River Valley . 
That histo rical pro ject is co m­ 
ing full circle — fro m village 
to pro spero u s bu siness co mplex 
to village. 
These simple beginnings — 
traces o f the canals still were 
visible to Spanish ex plo rers o f 
the 16th centu ry lo ng after the 
Ho ho k ams 
had 
departed 
— 
evo lved in this centu ry into an 
intricate and highly au to mated 
sy stem o f wells and irrigatio n 
canals. 
Centered less than 20 miles 
fro m Pho enix , the valley was 
u nto u ched u ntil 1908, when a 
gro u p o f Califo rnia citru s gro w­ 
ers attempted to develo p the 
land. 
Irrigatio n ditches were dug to 
bring water fro m the river and 
a small sectio n o f land wras 
cleared and planted to several 
different cro ps with little su c­ 
cess. 
When Wo rld War I cut o ff 
su pplies o f lo ng staple co tto n 
fro m Egy pt needed in the Unit­ 
ed States fo r the pro du ctio n o f 
tru ck tires, a new so u rce was 
so u ght. 
Go o dy ear Tire Co . research 
disclo sed that So u thern Arizo na 
clo sely appro x imated the cli­ 
mate and ty pe o f so il in the 
co tto n-pro ducing 
Nile 
River 
Valley in Egy pt. Tho u sands o f 
acres o f land alo ng the Aqua 
Fria River were acqu ired. 
Men, mules and tracto rs dug 
wells and built new canals. By 
the fall o f 1917 the first cro p 
o f lo ng fiber co tto n was har­ 
vested and Go o dy ear ho ldings 
to taled 38.000 acres. Other firms 
fo llo wed and within a few y ears 
co tto n acreage in Arizo na in­ 
creased to 180,000 acres.

inclu ded feeding o f beef cattle 
with 300 miles o f fence erected 
to co nfine the herds. Agricu ltu r­ 
al ex periments develo ped into 
fu ll-time o peratio ns su ch as cit­ 
ru s gro ves, alfalfa, feed grains 
and su gar beets. 
The 55 wells du g an average 
o f 900 feet su pplied the life-giv­ 
ing water to the largest single 
farming o peratio n in Arizo na. 
A so il 
co nservatio n 
pro gram 
no w has beco me natio nwide. 
One unusu al ex periment was 
an apprentice farm er pro gram 
started in 1937 and no w co m­ 
pleted. It pro vided training and 
o 
w n e r s h i p o ppo rtu nities to 
qu alified y o ung men. 
The co mpany set aside 35 
plo ts o f 80 acres each and after 
a training and lease perio d the 
y o u ng farmer was able to co n­ 
tract fo r the pu rchase o f tlv 
land, equ ipment and livesto ck .
